Students Protest Rent 



A committee from Shawneetown will protest to 
Gov. Chandler abodt proposed rent hikes for the 
new Cooperstown apartments A six member dele- 
gation was elected Tuesday night at a married stu- 
dents' meeting in the Shawneetown recreation hall. 

Arthur Brooks Jr.. chairman of the protest group, 
said that the rates for the new apartments had been 
unofficially set at $60 a month for one bedroom 
apartments and $70 a month for two bedroom 
apartments. This is approximately twice as much 
as the present prices. 

The vote to send a delegation to protest personally 
to Gov. Chandler was unanimous. Those chosen to> 
see the governor were Brooks. Gordon R. Demerson. 
James A Moore. W. C Beggs. Gail A. Beggs. ajid 
James Belcher 

Brooks said the group hud no definite plan to sub- 



mit to the governor, but would explain their situa- 
tion to him. The chairman said the new prut- 
were • unacceptable " to the Shawneetown residents, 
and if they were enforced some students would have 
to drop out of school 

One veteran commented that somebody should 
be reminded that the married veteran makes $135 
a month and with a kid. only $160 

Dean of Men Leslie L. Martin said Wednesday 
that the University had no other choice but to 
charge higher rents. The Dean explained that 
state and federal building codes had upped the con- 
struction costs to a point where the University had 
to charge higher prices to meet repayments on the 
loan flouted to finance the projec t 

Dean Martin also said that the Shawneetown 
buildings had been condemned by the state fire 
marshal and must be

screening presidential candidates 
last Thursday: 

<1> He should be chosen for his 
capacities and merits He should 
be superior to factionalism and In- 
dependent of social and political 
groups and interests, and thus 
capable of independent and im- 
partial judgments. 

(I) He should have broad learn- 
ing and understanding in the basin 
fields of the arts, sciences, lan- 
guages, and philosophy . . . pre- 
ferably one who holds the Ph.D. 
degree. 

• 3 » He should be especially adept 
at leading the faculty and eliciting; 
their §004 will and cooperation m 
the manarenienl of the affairs of 
the institution. 

(4) He should be a man of moral 
courage and integrity, free from 
prejudice ... a capable defender 
of the freedom of teaching and 
research 

■5> He should be preferably be- 
tween 40 and 55 years of age, of 
wide experience and of good 
health He should be chosen with- 
out regard to place of birth or 
present residence. 

(6) He should be a personable 
and taetrul gentleman, an effective 
speaker who will be able to repre- 
sent the I'niversity (ably) before 
the public, before governmental 
bodies, and before scholars and 
representatives of other universi- 



<7> He should be able to explain 
with clarity and enthu.sia.sm the 
work of the University, to the 
people and governing bodies of 
the state. 

The Committee of Fifteen is an 
advisory board created In Septem- 
ber. 1054 by the Board of Trustee* 
with the Immediate objective of 
studying UK and its program and 
tiie long range goal of finding out 
what kind of a university Kentucky 
will be in 1965.

A native Mlssissippian. Dr. Clark 
holds a A.B. degree from the Uni- 
versity of Mississippi, an M A from 
here at UK. and a Ph.D. degree 
from Duke University.

sor of sociology at Harvard Uni- 
versity, given at Memorial Hall 
last Wednesday night. 

Dr. Stouffer's lecture, entitled 
"Social Science and the World of 
Tomorrow." was one of the lec- 
tures in a series sponsored by Paul 
O. Blazer. 

Social science is still undevel- 
oped in comparison to the physical 
sciences. Dr. Stouffer said, because 
of the difficulty of gaining proof in 
experiments. In order for a theory 
to be proved, controlled experi- 
ments are necessary. It is much 
harder to control experiments in- 
volving social phenomena than 
physical, he added. 

There is a great need for social 
I scientists in the world today, Dr 
! Stouffer said. He listed four major 
areas where the need is particu- 
| larly great. They are in the fields 
of industry, where sociological 
concepts are being applied more 
and more to advertising and per- 
sonnel work; in government, where 
economists and statisticians are 
needed; in publi chealth; and in 
education, where the major prob- 
lem is the vast number of people 
of eligible age who do not go to 
college.

The higher rent will drastically affect 
many of the 184 families living in Shawnee- 
town. Most of them have at least one child, 
some of them two or three. An added ex- 
pense of $30 or $35 a month would strain 
their already thin budgets to the breaking 
point. Several of them would have to drop 
out of school. 

This is extremely bad, but the story is not 
altogether one sided. When the old Coop- 
crstown project and Shawneetown were con- 
demned by the State Fire Marshall the Uni- 
versity was faced with the problem of either 
providing housing for the majority of the 
married students OT none of them. Out of 
the 1.200 married students attending UK 
Only 200 live ill Shawneetown. The l iiiv « r- 
sity made the logical choiee and the new 
project will greatly benefit the 1 (KK) students 
who are at present paying high rent out in 
town. 

Because of state and federal building 
codes the University had to abide by certain 
minimum standards when they built the 
apartments. Even if the University wanted 



to they couldn't build apartments similar to 
the ones now at Shawneetown. The added 
construction cost is part of the reason the 
rent will be higher. 

Also state law prohibits using state funds 
to erect housing for a special group such as 
University students. The money for the 
project had to be raised through a bond is- 
sue. A set amount must be paid regularly 
to the lxHuling company until the debt is 
resired. This is the other reason why the 
rent will be higher. 

However, the University will charge the 
students the lowest possible rate. The rent 
will barely cover the loan payments. The 
University will definitely not make a profit 
on the new apartments. 

But the University has made one serious 
mistake. It has done nothing for the Shaw- 
neetown residents who cannot allord the 
higher rent. Legally the University is not 
responsible for the financial problems of its 
students, but morally it should see that these 
financially injured students are eared lor. 

It seems reasonable to believe that there 
is some University or state fund that can 
help these students. It is absolutely unfair 
and undemocratic that they should be pun- 
ished for something they had no control 
over. After all. trying to work their way 
through college has been their only mistake.

Term Papers 

Two weeks ago The Kernel printed an 
editorial entitled "Idiot Prols." Thus started 

a long series of protests. 

As it was hoped its very title would sug- 
gest, the editorial was written as a mildly 
humorous satire. But it appears that many 
readers thought the editorial neither humor- 
ous nor satiristic. 

letters, one of which is printed in this 
issue, have poured in. Professors have at- 
tacked the editorial in their class rooms. 
Among other things. The Kernel has been 
BCCUSed of "bad taste." 

Whether or not professors assign term 
papers to their students. The Kernel cer- 
tainly does not believe them to be idiots. 
Humorists and cartoonists of late have pic- 
tured the college professor as a demented 
menace, after a fashion of the stereotyped 
picture of the "dumb, green freshman." 

But many persons obviously did not un- 
derstand that The Kernel was simply using 
a broad, humorous stereotype of the college 
professor in the editorial. 

While The Kernel apologizes for any mis- 
representation or harm done to UK profes- 
sors, it can not and will not deny that term 
papers are being over-rated. 

Term papers at UK have been misused to 
the degree that they are indeed a legitimate 
topic of editorial contention. While some 
prof eSS€fl assign these tasks in good faith, 
it has become apparent that many term 
papers are required for questionable aca- 
demic reasons. 

One can not argue that in some courses a 
term paper is a beneficial way of "coneeiv- 
ing, evaluating, organizing, ami presenting 
ideas." But one can contend that a term 
paper should never be assigned it the pro- 
fessor does not tell his students what is e\ 
pected and what will be accomplished. 

No student should be condemned because 
he doubts the value of the work he is under- 
taking. Free thought should never be sub- 
jected to the ritual of "do or die." 

And so it is unfortunate that too man,) 
prolessors at L'K require term papers, but 
never bother to tie in this important work 
with the education at hand. A term paper 
in some courses seems rricongruom with 
what what is In-ing taught, possibly this 
would not be so if the professor outlined his 
for assigning 



Then, too, some professors use term papers 
lor their own use. Fortunately this situation 
is rare, but there should never be the doubt 
that a student's work is being prostitutecPfor 
personal gain of the professor. One instruc- 
tor this year told a student that he was as- 
signing term papers for the- express purpose 
of getting material for future class lectures. 

Far too many term papers — which in the 
full sense of the word should represent re- 
search and work clone throughout the Semes- 
ter— are never critic jueel by the professor. 
That is why many L'K students "put off* 
term papers to the last minute. 

If more- professors critiqued term papers 
students would not only benefit educational- 
ly, but would also lose their skepticism of 
the value of the papers themselves. 

Because term papers at UK are being re- 
quired, in many cases, w ithout thorough in- 
struction beforehand, without being married 
to the subject taught, and without post- 
critique. The Kernel believes that they are 
being over-rated. 

And so "Idiot Profs," though a misunder- 
stood editorial, was one that deserved being 
on an editorial page. The topic was not 
brought to The Kernel's attention by "per- 
sons not interested in becoming educated," 
but through talk oi those- who dare to doubt 
unexplained dogma* 

As long as this ty pe of students exist, then 
The Kernel will voice' their opinions. 
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Dear Sir. 

After having read the product or 
"The Workshop" in last weeks 
Kernel, and realizing through ex- 
perience the steps that one must 
take to reach both greek and in- 
dependent students through Kernel 
publications, I deem it necessary 
that I write this letter. 

In defense of the newly formed 
Students Party, I wish to reiter- 
ate and refute some comments 
presented by the "Old Propleter" 
and present the real reasons for 
the formation of the Students 
Party. 

It is an accepted student agree- 
ment that the present student gov- 
ernment of the UK campus is 
not what it should be. or could be. 
and it was this agreement that 
stimulated the movement and 
formation of the Students Party. 
Something must be done to im- 
prove our government and we be- 
lieve the usurer can be found in 
the p'atform of the newly formed 
Students Party. Such a platform 
could not be presented without 
.student interest and student sun- 
port: two factors that are not 
p r e s en t in the Constitinnalist or 
United Student Party, rts evident 
when only 1800 votes are cast in 
an S O A election from a student 
bodv of 17500.

With this stimulation of interest, 
and not until then, can an im- 
provement of our student govern- 
ment be made with hopes of 
faeultv support. 

It is the primary purpose of the 
Students Partv to better SGA. antt 
after contacting interested facu'ty 
members, they too realize the 
something should be done and can 
be done for imDrovement. The an- 
swer lies in the musty paces of 
the present student government 
constitution which was written 18 
years aeo by a faculty committee 
appointed by former president 
Frank L. IVflcVey. This constitu- 
tion needs to be revamped so our 
student <rovernment may be re- 
orgsntnd. We are facing the 
dawn of a new administration with 
a for'h coming new president of 
our school. If we decline th's on- 
portunity to improve our student 
government now. we are missing 
the chance to start anew with the 
administration. 

Some- points of improvement 
listed in the Student Party are 
as follows: 

t. To improve the student gov- 
ernment with a new constitution, 
voted on by students and written 
by them. 

2. To reorganize the delegation

of the assembly, so as to have true 
student representation, no popu- 
larity contestants. 

3. To integrate the social com- 
mittee of the SO A and the Stud. 
Union Board. 

4. To promote the idea of stu- 
dent convocations. 

5. To nominate candidates for 
SOA on the basis of merit, re- 
gardless of affiliation, who will 
stand for the purposes of SOA 
and not personal gain. 

Now that you have some of the 
facts, let's look back to the com- 
ments in "The Workshop" of last 
week's Kernel. The author states 
that the newly established Stu- 
dents Party will not be able to add 
new life to SOA and his advice is, 
and I quote. "The sooner all starry- 
eyed Junior politicians on campus 
realize that SGA is a weak, ad- 
ministration dominated organiza- 
tion which exist not ns a tnie stu- 
dent governing group but as i 
rubber stamo for Universitv poli- 
cies, the better off they will be, 
". . . You can be assured that as 
long as present SGA delegates real- 
ize the trouble and yet take thin 
attitude toward those who seek 
SGA improvement, -the status quo 
will remain. When student repre- 
sentatives have this little e n er g y , 
it is time that new lives be Added 
in SGA. to replace the Poatiiji; 
dead bliit of the present SGA cess- 
pool. 

The Students party is interested 
in any student interested in im- 
proving SGA, and not that you 
represent an organisation that will 
bring more votes hv religions nr 
greek affiliation. This foundation 
is not in the United Students Party 
or the Copstitutionalist Party, and 
the Students Partv believer- that 
when the independents find what 
each partj stands for, thev will 
think for themselves when they 
ca<t their votes In the Spring 
election. 

These last words upon lea vine. 
The editor of "The Worpshop" 
tried to present the artrumer.t th;it 
some fraternity "favorite sons" 
could have been a reason for the 
party revolution. If this was true, 
the "sons" would have accented 
those offers by a cli-'k committee 
of the Constitutionalist Party, to 
represent them at top positions on 
their Sprina slate, and not trv to 
improve SGA through the third 
party formation. 

Therefore it seems to me that the 
BARF title was on the mht nine 
in last week's Kernel, but possibly 
over the wrong story.

Soon after Pearl Harbor. Bonny- 
man took the oath to defend his 
country as a private in the t'nited 
States Marine Corps. Later, with 
the island-hopping Marines in the 
Pacific, Bonnyman rose to the 
rank of lieutenant by virtue of a 
battlefield commission. Then came 
one of the bloodiest campaigns in 
Marine Corps history — Tarawa.

In the foyer of the 
red brick building, a memorial to 
World War I dead, a hronie plaque 
reads, "Carillonic Bells Dedicated 
to the Memor> of Lt. Alexander 
Bonnyman. Jr. who sacrificed his 
life for his countrv at Tarawa. 
November 23. 1943." 

Lt. Bonnyman owes his melodic 
voice to his father, an 1888 engi- 
neering graduate of UK. The sen- 
ior Bonnyman donated the caril- 
lion to UK in 1946. The gift was 
formally dedicated on Founder's 
Day. February 22. 1947.

A $12,000 grant was awarded 
Tuesday to the UK Department 
of Mathematics and Astronomy by 
the Fund for the Advancement of 
Higher MUfftttOR, New York City. 

The money H to be used for the 
expansion of an experimental proj- 
ect by the Department of Mathe- 
matics and Astronomy towmd I 
-more effective utilization of fac- 
ulty resources. 

The Ultimate aim of this proj- 
ect, said Dr. J. C. Eaves, head of 
the Department, is to determine if 
new methods of teaching large 
groups can be developed so that 
the students will show an increase 
in learning over those instructed 
in small units. 

Four classes of 100 to 150 stu- 
dents in line with this experiment 
were conducted by the department 
in 1955-56. With the addition of 
the grant, three more classes of 
this sort will be added in the 
coming school year, said Dr. Eaves.
